Announcement  of  this  was 
made  today  by  the  Foreign 
Office,  and  from  present  indi- 
ralions  the  treaty  will  be  com- 
pleted within  threo  wcclts.

VIctorla'a  Private  Bill,  calling  for 
important  changcH  in  the  city's  meth- 
od Of  tai^tlon,  waa  before  the  Private 
Bills  Commlttse  of  the  l«glslaturs 
yesttt^y  momlpg  and  good  ,  pro- 
greso^ras  mads  with  It.

Tlir  arguiiiriit  advanced  by  the 
leaders  of  industry  in  Great  Britain 
to  show  what  to  the  eotution  of  the 
unemployment  problem  is  eqttally 
applicable  in  other  countries.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  the  kttaMlsh- 
mcnt  of  international  peace  is  a  pre- 
lequisiile,  but  since  there  it  some- 
thing in  the  nature  o{  peace  in  the 
world  today  that  itcn)  of  any  plat- 
form looking  towards  a  restoration 
of  normal  conditions  can  be  set  aside. 
What' is  wanted  >  is  a  reduction  in 
((ational  expenditure,  a  lowering  in 
national  taxation  and  nuch  aid  as  can 
effectivety  l»e  given  to  trade.  Trade 
must  be  freed  from  fettering  restric- 
tion* if  there  is  to  be  employment 
for  all.  While  there  is  taxation  that 
hail  passed  the  bearable  limit,  capital 
will  be  chary  about  embarking  in 
new  ventures.  We  have  had  a  some- 
what lerigthy  experience  of  this  in 
Canada,  where,  if  right  policies  had 
been  «4oplad,  we  might  have  been, 

proportion.ntf  1y  speaking,  the  most 
prosperous  country  in  the  world  to- 
day and  the  quickest  to  recover  from 
the  effect'*  of  the  war. 

It  used  to  be  often  said  during  the 
Great  War  that  there  waa  a  lack 
of  leadership  and  statesmanship,  and 
that  because  of  this  tile  struggle 
dragged  nn  'for  ower  foar  years, 
whereas  it  ndght  have  been  kept 
within  the  term  which  the  late  Lord 
Kitchener  believed  it  would  compass 
There  was  some  real  leadership  in 
war  times,  but  it  has  been  lacking 
woefully  since  the  war.  The  very 
first  essential  of  after  war  coixlitions 
was  to  devise  means  for  encouraging 
the  development  of  trade  which  has 
been  injured  and.  indeed,  shattered  by 
the  .incidence  of  war.  Instead  of 
adopting  the  measures  of  alleviation 
that  were  required,  governments  piled 
up  taxation  on  the  plea  that  there 
wat  no  ofher  ieoiiiree  liecanM  of  the 
excessive  war  debts,  and,  therefore, 
trade  waa  ilpw  in  recovering  from  its 
loetaa-  beeaak  capital  remalnad  tied 
tip  br  the  proc^aMi  of  hatnperlng 
legistation. 

The  policy  for  meeting  unemploy- 
ment in  this  country  has  been  ilai- 
ply  one  of  the  governments  provid- 
ing either  wo^  or  qjftintenaocc.  That 
policy  led  to  the  dole  lyittm.  It  is 
one  that  is  /Utopian  in  its  economics 
and  is  really  Just  the  simplest  for- 
mula that  could  be  found  in  circum- 
stances that  arose  when  there  was  no 
real  constructive  leaderahip  available. 
The  people  are  taxed  to  provide  doles 
for  the  unemployed  instead  of  taxa- 
tion being  reduced  in  order  to  create 
confidence,  lead  to  the  reUase  of  cap- 
ital and  its  investment  in  induitrMa 
which  in  their  torn  will  create  wofh. 
liie  dole  system  is  a  specious  and 
deadly  prophylastte  and  the  doc- 
trine that  governdmlla  must  provide 
worh  is  atnally  unsound.  A  govern- 
ment's task  ahoold  be  t»  restore  nor- 
mal times.

Mr.  James  Ramsay  Macdonald, 
who  hk*  been  chosen  as  leader  of  the 
British  Labor  Party  in  the  Hooac 
of  Commons,  is  possibly  the  best 
parUfmcntarian  that  could  have  been 
seiectetT  for  the  purpose.  He  is, 
however,  a  Socialist  and  a  pacifist. 
He  did  not  believe  that  Britain  should 
have  fought  in  the  Great  War  against 
Germany.  His  sympathies  are  en- 
listed with  the  cause  of  Bolshevism. 
There  arc  many  of  the  Labor  mem- 
bers who  will  be  restive  under  his 
leadership  as  they  do  not  share  his 
extreme  views.  No  one  will  deny  his 
ability,  his  force  in  debate  or  his  com- 
batant propensities  whvn  it  is  simply 
a  matter  of  the  spoken  word.  Mr. 
J.  R.  Clynea  would  have  been  the 
safer  leader,  but  Mr.  Macdonald  will 
be  the  more  brilliant.  Possibly  that 
is  w^at  detannlned  the  choice. 

In  the  last  House  of  Commons,  the 
Labor  members,  although  numeri- 
cally the  strongest  party  in  ofjpoel^ 
tion,  cut  but  a  poor  figure  in  debate. 
Now  they  expect  to  do  much  better, 
and  ander  Mr.  Maedbnald'i  leades- 

iship  will  undoubtedly  be  a  force  to 
be  reckoned  with,  although  that  force 
may  lose  much  of  its  virility  if  the 
safety  of  Britain  is  again  threatened 
as  it  was  in  the  Summer  of  1914.  The 
greatest  danger  to  the  strength  of 
the  Labor  Party  lies  within  that 
party  itself  because  it  is  made  up  of 
elements  that  will  find  grave  diffi- 
culty in  coalescing  even  for  pevlia- 
mentary  purposes.  It  will  take  all  o/ 
Mr.  Macdonaljl's  cleverness  to  hold 
the  intellectuals  of  the  party  and  the 
extremists,  in  line. 


Premier  Lenine,  of  Russia,  is  invit- 
ing foreign  capital  to  invest  in  the 
country  where  he  has  been  conduct- 
ing war  on  capital  for  the  past  four 
years.  He  is  rrver^inp  liis  policy  to 
the  extent  of  seeking  to  build  up  by 
extraneous  aid  on  the  roina  of  aU  thatf 
he  has  destroyed.

in  the  United  States  and  that  is  to 
tell  the  American  people  that  France 
needs  their  friendship.  Ilis  story  of 
what  France  has  endured  should  be 
sufficient  to  enlist  the  active  sym- 
pathy of  such  a  great-hearted  people 
as  the  Americans.

Seme  vary  latereeUag  flpeU  eon- 
csrning  the  eendltions  of  the  upper 
air  etrata  aa  revealed  by  the  "obser- 
vation balloons"  used  at  the  Domin- 
ion Meteorological  Uureau.  Gonzales 
Heights,  were  given  by  Mr.  F,  Napier 
Henleon  In  the  lecture  which  he  gave 
lit  the  Olrle-  Central  School  last  nl»ht 
under  the  auspices  of  the  local  centre 
of  the  Royal  Astronomical  Sodsty. 
Mr.  Denlson's  talk  was  liberally  il- 
lustrated by  meaae  of  lantera  elldee 
showing  the  methede  need  in  ebeerr- 
iag  ty  balloona  la  their  aaeent.  and 
by  chart*  indieatlag  the  movemento 
of  the  mtle  mimiagme  altar  tbey 
were  released. 

The  summary  given  by  Mr.  Denl- 
son  showed  that  In  the  period  from 
September  i9:i.  to  November  Jl. 
1922.  n  totsi  of  4a«  dayV  there  had 
been  140  of  theee  little  obssrvaUon 
balloons  ssnt  up,  this  being  aa  aver- 
age of  one  In  every  three  daya.  Of 
the  140  sent  up.  thirty-one  had 
reached  altltudea  from  6,000  to  10,- 
foot:  fifty-aix  had  reached  10,000 
to  tO,000  feet;  thirty  had  gone  20.000 
to  SO.OOO  feet;  ten.  3", 000  to  40.000 
feet;  and  two  had  been  observed  at 
altitudes  between  40.000  and  S0,0e0 
feet.  The  maximum  height  to  which 
a  balloon  had  heen  traced  In  its 
ascent  waa  46,000  feet,  thto  being  on 
November  10.  The  maximum  Wind 
velocity  noted  by  tha  nMrreoMato  of 
the  balloons  oa  thto  day  bad  heen 
107  milea  par  hear,  aad  the  maximum 
herlaoaUl  dleOaaee  traveled  had  been 
SO  mllee.  On  one  other  oooealen  the 
horlsontal  distance  traveled  had  been 
St  miles,  but  on  no  less  than  six  occa- 
sions ths  horlsontal  distance  traveled 
had  been  to  miles. 

IMMmUtlca  of  Observation 
Oheervationa  had  shown  that  bal- 
loons Big-sag  about  a  good  deal  in 
ascending  the  first  thousand  feet. 
Thle  was  one  of  the  things  that  made 
observing  so  trying,  as  the  observer 
could  not  take  his  eye  off  the  ascend- 
ing balloon  for  a  moment  once  It 
passed  out  of  sight  of  the  naked  eye. 

Mr.  r>enlson  noted,  while  ahowlnv 
the  charta,  that  in  the  eouree  ef  tlaie, 
with  continued  ohoervatloae,  they 
hoped  to  have  some  meane  of  deter- 
mining the  probable  ohaagea  whleh 
would  take  plaee  In  the  lower  leveto. 
Kaowledge  of  the  condltiona  In  the 
lower  leveta  waa  understood,  would 
be  of  great  value  in  forecasting  storms 
all  over  the  world.  October  charts  for 
1»31  and  1822,  for  Instance,  showed 
a  certain  stagnation  In  the  air,  with 
winds  comparatively  light  up  to  6,000 
feet.  All  such  observutlunn  were  of 
International  value;  copies  of  all  the 
records  made  here  were  seat  to 
Toronto,  and  theaee  to  the  latema- 
ttonal  centres. 

Temprratoree  of  Ahltadce 
An  Interesting  chart,  prepared  from 
obeervatlons  made  In  Enaland,  showed 
the  lower  temperatures  of  the  hlcher 
air  leveto.  With  a  Umperature  of  «1 
on  the  ground,  frecalng  point  was 
noted  at  two  milas,  and  at  four  miles 
the  temperature  waa  3S  below  sexo 
In  the  Bummer  months,  wheh  the 
temperature  was  01  on  the  ground, 
it  was  %  degrees  below  zero  at  four 
miles,  and  at  five  miles  Si  degrees 
below.  But  another  curious  point  was 
that  from  seven  miles  up  the  tem- 
perature did  not  drop  during  the 
warmer  months,  but  oa  the  contrary 
rose  slightly. 

Mr.  Denison  r^portsd  that  at  the 
local  Meteorological  observatory 
there  would  soon  be  put  Into  use  a 
thermostat,  attached  to  a  smaller  bal- 
loon on  the  observation  balloon,  and 
arranged  so  that  when  the  messen- 
gers reached  sones  with  sero  tem- 
peratures the  thermostat  would  pull 
a  trigger  and  release  the  small  bal- 
loon. The  otwerver  would  see  thto 
balloon  dropping  away,  aad  would 
know  that  sero  eonee  had  heen 
reached.

Dr.  Helen  Ryan  seconded  Mies 
Stewart's  resolution,  and  when  put  to 
tho  moating  tho  motion  earrted  with* 
ottt  a  dfaaentlag  veleo.

Quoting  various  declalons  and  high 
legal  opinions  as  authority  for  hin 
contention  that  the  real  oiux  of  the 
Oriental  question  fxiuld  only  be 
found  la  throe  apeolflo  ways,  namely, 
tho  amandine  of  the  Immlvrfttion 
Act,  repoftl  or  Amoadatant  of '  the 
.Qanadlaa-Japaaaaa  Traaty  of  ifii, 
whfob  aanetlonod  the  Anclo-Japanfao 
Treaty  of  1911,  and  tho  amending  of 
the  B.  fi  A.  Act  ao  to  remove 
I'rt^vlncl*^' limitations  or  authority  to 
deal  with  the  Mltuatlon,  Caiitalii  Ian 
Mnrkenzle,  In  thf  I^eglslnture  yester- 
day, spoke  in  support  of  hie  resolu- 
tion designed  to  viva  tho  Province 
the  right  to  ooatrol  laad  taaaraa  and 
to  pronlhlt  Orlontala  to  4^  or  taaae 
land. 

Capt.  Mftokaaala'a  roaohMlea  fol- 
Iowa  thai  approved  unanimously  by 
the  LoBlslature  on  Monday  calling  for 
ftn  ftmendment  to  thp  Immigration 
Act  to  permit  of  the  absolute  r>xclu- 
•ilon  of  Orientals.  It  la  one  uf  the 
most  drastic  yet  brought  down  on 
the  question  this  session.  It  alms  to 
prohibit  Orlantala  aecurtag  any  pro- 
prlatary  Intaraai  in  any  form  whftt- 
ava*  Ml  acHottttaral  lands,  in  timber 
laada.  la  mlaarala  or  la  flahlng  ar 
other  Industrial  enterprises  of  the 
Province,  and  from  obtaining  em- 
ployment In  any  of  thO  fthOVa«maa* 
tloned  Industries. 

<'apt.  Mackenaie  dealt  with  tha 
internatlonftl  aapeot  of  the  queatlon, 
holding  that  Whether  it  waa  a  na- 
tloaal.  OB  Imparlftl  or  on  lutsraft- 
tlanal  mattar,  It  waa  one  upoa  wMoh 
dapandad  tha  fatura  aslatanoa  and 

Sreaparity  of  tha  aaopla  of  British 
Alamblft. 

"There  Is  no  mistaking  the  temper 
of  the  people."  ha  said.  "Ther«  la  no 
excuse  for  hysteria  and  no  cause  for 
alarm,  but  the  land  of  a  nation 
should  belong  to  that  nation  ftnd  Its 
oUlaana.  We  Inalat  on  tha  aaored 
richta  ar  our  poopla.  There  la  ft  graat 
selldarMy  of  purpaaa  at  laat  manl- 
faat  among  all  elaaaaa  of  tha  com- 
munity on  thli  qaaatloa.  We  can  only 
work  out  our  destiny  and  maintain 
our  liberty  ao  Ions  as  we  are  homo- 
geneoua,  apeaking  the  snme  lanKuiiKe, 
worshipping  the  same  Ood.  Our  In- 
telligent and  law-abiding  cltlsens  love 
liberty  and  ftre  ftbio  aad  willing  to 
dafand  It. 

"Wa  moat  protaet  euraaives  from 
niTlouttaral  and  Indimtrial  eirploMa- 
tlon,  and  this  peaceful  penetrntion  )>y 
,llle  Aatatlc  most  be  terminated  hv 
peaceful  nirnns.  Kcnnnmlrally  we 
cannot  romhat  with  them;  racially 
x\  <'  cniinot  asslmllatn  then),  henire 
w>-  iniiHt  exclude  them  from  our 
'ntiiM  .in>i  praMWt  tlMNM  tram  own- 
ing land." 

Mr.  Samu«l  Ollthrle,  Newcastle, 
declared  that  the  Qovernment  had 
the  remedy  In  Its  own  h;ind)i.  the 
.Minister  of  Mlnen  could  setllo  It  by 
raising  the  educailonnl  standifrd.  ao 
far  aa  employment  in  the  mines  was 
c^cerned,  of  the  Oriental  appllcanta 
far  oortlfloatas  under  the  Coal  Mlaaa 
negulatlotia  Aet. 

Capt.  Maekoaalo  held  that  such 
action  would  be  declared  uncon- 
stitutional.

Desiring  to  congratulate  the  Min- 
ister of  Finance  on  the  budget 
speech,  whioh  «  ho  SMcrlbad  as  "a 
splendid  auvsr  eoatlha  to  a  naatr 
flnaadal  pill,  which  will  bring  no 
relief  to  the  sick  Britiah  CoIumMn 
electors,"  Mr.  Bowser  commented 
on  the  fnct  that  the  prean  headllneo 
of  the  Minister's  speech  had  ehown  a 
wide  difference  in  their  oMMttaea- 
ment  of  the  financial  olalma  as  made 
by  the  Minister  In  tha  Houaa. 

Iln  could  congnitulate  the  Minis- 
ter, he  said,  on  his  wonderful  trloks 
of  legardemain  to  so  mesmarlsa  tha 
prsas  gallsry  as  to  apparaatly  have 
soma  of  tham  aay  anything  at  all  but 
with  nothing  to  Justify  it.
